WINDOW DISPLAY DEPICTS 
TELEPHONE GROWTH HERE 


A window display which is attract- 
ing much attention is being shown 
by the Pacific Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company at their Hamilton 
avenue office and which convinving- 
ly illustrates the development of the 
telephone system and of Palo Alto 
and its adjacent territory. 

The development is illustrated by 
a map showing by annual divisions 
the total telephones in service from 
1893 when Palo Alto had one tele- 
phone to the present scope of ser- 
vice involving 3650 telephone sta- 
tions. 

An interesting feature of the dis: 
play is a comparison of two ancient | 
telephone instruments used m 1889 
made by the Elliott Telephone Com- | 
pany, these two being hand turned | 
wooden affairs with a sheep skin 
drum across the back. They were 
operated by mounting in different 
places with a taut wire stretched be- 
tween them. One simply stood in 
front of the instrument and both! 
talked and heard from a ball-shaped 
aperture which served for both 
transmitter and receiver. Their 
marked contrast to the two modern | 


instruments displayed by their side| 
indicates a degree of scientific | 
achievement in telephony truly as- 
tonishing.

These turns should be wound in the 
| same direction as the secondary, and 
in the center of it. This is very im- 
portant. 

Procure a piece of thin sheet brass, 
or copper, six inches by four. Bend 
the brass or copper, as the case may 
be, in the form of a circle, usi¥g the 
four inches for the length, and the six 
inches as the circumference. Clean 
| the brass where the ends meet and 
with a little solder and some paste, 
solder them together. 

You will then find that this circu- 
lar form will fit very snugly inside of 
the coil which you prepared but a few 
minutes ago. Then take a piece of 
brass and use it as a crosspiece so 
that there will be some place for a 
wooden rod to control the movement 
of this metal cylinder. A piece of 
dowel pin one-quarter of an inch in 
diameter will serve.as the shaft for 
the cylinder. 

So much for the coil and its contrap- 
tions. 

We’ve got to mark the panel out 
so that there will be a-uniform, well- 
balanced, panel layout. When doing 
this, you will find it best to mount the 
coil at the right center of the panel 
so that the shaft will projéct at dead 
center. Then mount the rheostat a 
bit below center and toward the right. 
The peep holes for the tube should be 
marked out above center and in a line 
with the shaft for the rheostat. 

Drill the panel carefully, feeling 
your way, so that you will not burr 
the panel when the drill goes through. 
The best way to avoid this is to ap- 
ply little pressure on the drill, and 
turn it in a steady fashion, rather 
than the jerky, spasmodic manner so 
frequently practiced by the layman. 

Mount the coil to the panel with 
two angle brasses, and fix the rod so 
that it. passes throuth the panel 
smoothly. Tighten the four-inch dial 
on the rod so that by pushing it in 
and out you will be able to control 
the position of the metal cylinder. 

Wiring the Set. 

The next step would be to mount 
the rheostat, binding posts and the 
baseboard, upon which should be 
mounted the socket. 

Now that everything is mounted, we 
may proceed with the wiring of the

DOGS ON AUTOMOBILES 


Carrying dogs on the running-board of an auto- 
mobile results in many dogs being killed by falling off or 
being thrown off, and killed or maimed, and many are 
lost on the highways. The Oregon State Humane So- 
ciety has prepared and will present a law to protect dogs 
carried in this way. 

It is called an act regulating and prohibiting carry- 
ing dogs on automobiles and provides that it shall be un- 
lawful to carry a dog on the hood, fender, running board 
or other external part of any automobile unless the same 
shall be protected by a frame work, carrier, or other de- 
vice sufficient to keep any such animal from falling from 
the automobile. Suitable penalty is provided. 

There should be such a law enacted in every state

of the mother country. That was one 
reason why no flag flew over Castle 
lisland, and it took considerable ex- 


| ;plaining to avoid unpleasant results. 


; Thus early in Massachusetts his- 
tory, Castle island, this little scrap of 
land less than a dozen acres in ex- 
tent, became an important spot. The 
next incident in its history came in 
1689, when the hatred of the colonists 
for their governor, Sir Edmund Andros, 
resulted in a revolt and one of the 
first places they seized, because of its 
strategic importance, was the little 
fort on Castle island. 

In 1705 Colonel Romer, a famous 
English engineer, was employed to re- 
pair the fort, whose palisades had 
fallen into sad disrepair. He demol- 
ished all of the old works and erected 
new ones of timbers and earth, and 
this new fortification, the most for- 
midable that had yet graced Castle is+ 
land, was named Castle William, or 
Fort William, in honor of the ruling 
British king. 

During the French wars, Fort Wil- 
liam was one of the most important 
defenses along the Atlantic coast, and 
at the close of these wars it had a 
total of 120 guns mounted on its walls, 
It was strongly garrisoned by the Brit- 
ish at the outbreak of the Revolution 


as an aid in holding the rebellious col- | 


onists in subjection, but when Lord 
Howe evacuated Boston in 1776 the 
British flag was lowered over Fort 
William, never to be raised there 
again. 

In 1798 Massachusetts ceded Fort 
William to the federal government. 
The next year when 
Adams visited Boston he suggested 
that Fort Independence would be a 
more appropriate name for this defen- 
der of American liberties, and his sug- 
gestion was adopted. In 1832 Fort 
Independence was enlarged into a 
casemated, pentagonal, bastioned for- 
tification, and for the first time in 
nearly 200 years Boston had a defen- 
der worthy of the name of ‘‘fort.”

In 1768 it was the scene of Sir | 


William Johnson’s famous treaty with | 


the Iroquois by which he gained for 
the English king the title to much of 
what is now New York, Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia and Kentucky. A short 
time later the fort was destroyed, and 
when it was rebuilt in 1776 it was 
named Fort Schuyler in honor of Gen. 
Philip Schuyler, the defender of the 
New York frontier. Late in the Reyo- 
lution Fort Schuyler was destroyed by 
fire and was never rebuilt, but upon 
this historic spot another important 
event occurred. In 1784 what is 
known as the treaty of Fort Schuyler 
was signed between the Iroquois and 
the United States and in it the six 
nations ceded to the United States 
forever their claim to the Noriinwest 
Territory, the great inland empire 
which now comprises Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Wisconsin and Michigan.
